Cherries pay the penalty as 
cup run comes to a finish

CHERRIES were sent spin¬ 
ning out of the FA Cup after 
second-half goals from Ross 
Barkley and Romelu Lukaku 
saw Everton book a place in 
the quarter-finals. 

It could have been a different story 
for Eddie Howe’s team with Charlie 
Daniels seeing his first-half penalty 
saved by Everton goalkeeper Joel Ro¬ 
bles. 

Barkley’s deflected shot gave the 
visitors the lead after 55 minutes 
before Lukaku pounced from close 
range to double their advantage 14 
minutes from time. 

Robles, an FA Cup winner while 
on loan with Wigan in 2013, kept out 
Daniels’s 38th-minute spot-kick after 
James McCarthy had handled the de¬ 
fender’s corner. 

Everton preserved their record of 
having not conceded in this season’s 
competition as they booked their 
fourth quarter-final appearance in 
the past five years. 

England manager Roy Hodgson was 
among the crowd at Vitality Stadium 
to run the rule over several contend¬ 
ers for his Euro 2016 squad. 

Cherries boss Eddie Howe made 
no fewer than seven changes, while 
opposite number Roberto Martinez 
kept faith with the team which had 
lost 1-0 to West Brom in the Premier 
League seven days previously. 

Howe drafted in Adam Federici, 
Tommy Elphick, Juan Iturbe, Shaun 
MacDonald, Josh King, Sylvain Dis- 
tin and Eunan O’Kane, with January 
signing Rhoys Wiggins named among 
the Cherries substitutes. 

Following a cagey opening, Iturbe 
fashioned the first shooting chance 
in the 13th minute after embarking 
on an electrifying run from deep in¬ 
side his own half. 

But having made his way to the 
edge of the Everton 18-yard box, the 
Argentinian saw his left-foot strike 
fly well wide of the target. 

James McCarthy was booked for 
hauling back Iturbe as he again 
looked to stretch the visitors defence 
before Federici gathered comfortably 
after Ross Barkley had tried his luck 
from distance. 

A piledriver from Junior Stanislas 
failed to trouble Everton goalkeeper 
Robles, while Federici stood tall to 
keep out Romelu Lukaku’s effort af¬ 
ter the striker had raced into the six- 
yard box. 

Cherries’ flimsy appeal for a penal¬ 


ty fell on deaf ears after Dan Gosling 
had gone to ground under a Phil Jag- 
ielka challenge, with replays suggest¬ 
ing the England defender had made a 
clean tackle. 

Referee Martin Atkinson had no 
hesitation in pointing to the spot af¬ 
ter McCarthy had handled Daniels’ 
37th-minute corner. 

But with Robles guessing correctly 
and diving to his left, the Spaniard 
pulled off a top-drawer save to keep 
out Daniels’ firmly-struck penalty 
with Simon Francis blazing wide 
from the follow up. 

Everton created the first chance of 
the second half when Seamus Cole¬ 
man’s near-post header from a Tom 
Cleverley corner flashed past the up¬ 
right. 

MacDonald fired narrowly over 
the crossbar after a free-kick from 


Francis had been half-cleared to the 
Welshman on the edge of the box. 

McCarthy’s thunderous strike 
flew past the post before the visitors 
opened the scoring through Barkley 
after 55 minutes. 

There was an element of good for¬ 
tune about the goal with the midfield¬ 
er’s shot deflecting off Gosling and 
looping over Federici. 

Everton thought they had doubled 
their lead through Lukaku just min¬ 
utes later but his effort was ruled out 
for offside. 

Stanislas’s 20-yard free-kick struck 
Lukaku, who was perched on the end 
of the Everton wall, and bounced the 
wrong side of the post before Gosling 
drilled a shot into the side netting. 

Substitute Glenn Murray saw his 
shot cannon off a defender and out 
for a corner before Gosling headed a 


cross from Stanislas straight down 
the throat of Robles. 

As Cherries continued to probe, 
Matt Ritchie side-footed a King cen¬ 
tre past the post before Barkley’s ef¬ 
fort flicked off Eunan O’Kane and 
went out for a corner. 

And from the resultant flag-kick 
taken by Bryan Oviedo, Gareth 
Barry’s clever back-heel allowed Lu¬ 
kaku to tap home Everton’s second 
from close range.

WE’RE ALL saying it — what a sea¬ 
son this is. 

Last year’s miraculous relegation survi¬ 
vors seem to have swapped form, ability and 
class with last season’s champions. 

Apparently, no, this is not a gritty British 
footballing take on Hollywood’s Freaky Fri¬ 
day comedy sensation. 

Which leaves us wondering, just how did 
we reach the end of February with Leicester 
topping the table and Chelsea sitting in 12th 
place? 

Anyone who knows anything about foot¬ 
ball, it is safe to say, has been scratching 
their heads for an explanation behind this 
season’s apparent blatant defiance of the 
norm. 

We’ve officially seen it all since August. 

Pardew has been tipped for England, The 
Tinker Man tops the table with the same 
team each week, United look more like a re¬ 
cent Liverpool then Liverpool do, Villa have 
forgotten what three points feels like and 
Chelsea were actually considered relegation 
candidates for months. 

Could we, though, still be in for the great¬ 
est surprise yet? 

Player of the year. The coveted personal 
accolade, accompanied by the mandatory 
glitz, glam, gold and grandeur. The highest 
individual award the league can offer. A ti¬ 
tle, traditionally reserved for those who do 
their best work in the opposition’s half. 

Blessed with talent, tricks, flair and nor¬ 
mally far to much gel in their hair, Premier 
league strikers, wingers and the odd defend¬ 
er have hogged the crown for some time now. 

But could that be about to change? 

Could this be the season we see a goalkeep¬ 
er win the best player the league has to offer 
for 2015-2016? 

Not since Pat Jennings in 1976, has a man 
between the sticks been voted the PFA play¬ 
er of the year. 

This year, though, the argument for a 
team’s number one to become the league’s 
number one is probably greater then ever. 
All of the current top six clubs are fortunate 
to be in very safe hands at the back. 

Without David De Gea, United could very 
possibly be going neck and neck with Chel¬ 
sea for 12th place. 

Not for the first time it must be said, De 
Gea has single handedly rescued a number 
of points for the Red Devils. 

He is capable of some truly sublime saves. 
With the early fears of strength and his 
ability to cope under the high ball all but 
eroded, it is fair to say that De Gea has been 
outstanding for some time now. 

Winning United’s player of the year for the 
past two seasons, a statement of United’s 
poor form in itself, would show that a PFA 
Player of the Year nomination is merited. If 
a keeper were to win this year’s award, few 
would argue against the Spaniard. 


It’s safe to say that Saints’ fans breathed a 
sigh of relief when Forster returned from 
injury It’s no coincidence that the club’s re¬ 
cent charge into the top six has been down 
to the stability and defiance that Forster 
brings.

Agile and good with his feet, 
Lloris has been one of the many positives 
for Spurs this season. In truth, it’s hard to 
see many better than the French captain 
anywhere in Europe. Unless you take a peek 
across London. 

The best piece of business conducted last 
summer could very well be Petr Cech. 

On his way to consecutive titles with dif¬ 
ferent London teams? Well, it looks like it! 

The helmet clad senior of the goalkeeping 
elite group has given Arsenal’s back four 
something they’ve lacked for nearly a dec¬ 
ade - confidence. 

A ‘keeper of true calibre leaves no doubt 
about who is in charge in their box. Cech 
does exactly that. Trusted with leading from 


the back, Cech has kept the Gunners from 
their annual mid-season wobble and looks 
set to steer them as close as they’ve been to 
the title in years.

SCRAPPING FA Cup replays 
is one of those ludicrous 
type of ideas that gets float¬ 
ed out there every so often 
to test the water before an 
inevitable public backlash 
sees the concept binned. 

At that stage those that came up 
with it tend to claim it was never a 
serious suggestion but just some¬ 
thing they talked about along with a 
myriad of other options. 

Presumably these were all equally 
as unlikely to happen, which of 
course begs the question of why so 
much time and energy was wasted 
on it in the first place. 

In this instance, the discussion is 
not an unfair one to have, and Adam 
Rant actually thinks it can be posi¬ 
tive for the FA Cup. 

It’s not until you are faced with 
the prospect of the competition be¬ 
ing pared down as has been mooted 

— no replays and more midweek 
fixtures — that you begin to get peo¬ 
ple thinking about what it actually 
means. 

The outrage caused by even the 
suggestion this should happen per¬ 
haps is a strong indication that actu¬ 
ally the FA Cup is more important, 
dearer to us as an English football¬ 
ing public, than we had imagined. 

Maybe, just maybe, the cash of the 
Premier League and the Champions 
League isn’t the only thing that mat¬ 
ters. 

In terms of easing the top flight 
fixture schedule, there is no easy 
answer. 

An obvious measure is to make 
the League Cup semi-final one leg 

— that has never made much sense 
given the whole of the rest of the 
competition is decided in such a 
manner, including the final. 

Otherwise, if you want the cash 
then you have to play the games. 

To think that, especially with the 
new TV deal set to earn every Pre¬ 
mier League club a minimum of 
£100m from next season onwards 
that you cannot assemble a squad 
capable of giving it a crack is mad¬ 
ness. 

This is one instance where you 
have to protect the integrity of foot¬ 
ball, and of lower league teams. 

Of course Premier League clubs 
don’t want replays. They are an ir¬ 
ritant and get in the way of the more 
lucrative business they have to take 
care of.

However, it is exactly the fact they 
are an irritant that makes them so 
magical. 

It’s because the lower league team 
can get a draw and a replay that 
makes it such an incredible compe¬ 


tition. 

To cede any of that away is to do 
those clubs a disservice. 

The Premier League should con¬ 
sider other alternatives. 

If we are set on protecting the FA 


Cup then why not allow optional en¬ 
try for Premier League sides in the 
League Cup? 

Or perhaps an extra round or two 
of midweek matches in the early 
season?

EOIN Morgan knows it is England’s 
batsmen, not Reece Topley, who must 
improve if they are to hit back for a 
Twenty20 series draw this weekend. 

Morgan absolved Hampshire star 
Topley of blame for Friday’s last-ball 
defeat by three wickets against South 
Africa at Newlands - where the left- 
arm seamer was the fall-guy who 
conceded 15 from the final over of the 
home run chase. 

Chris Morris again landed the 
knockout blow with his brilliant 
late hitting, clubbing 14 runs from 
the last five balls in a reprise of his 
maiden one-day international 50 to 
level that series at the Wanderers a 
week earlier. 

Morgan’s team must pick them¬ 
selves up, back in Johannesburg on 
Sunday, having seen their winning 
streak of six in the sprint format end¬ 
ed - despite a fine performance in the 
field, capped by Chris Jordan’s three 
for 23, as they tried to defend 134 for 
eight. 

The captain identified an under- 
par performance with the bat for 
England’s troubles, rather than Top- 
ley - whose telling over was the most 
expensive of a match dominated by 
bowlers. 

Morgan said it would be “very un¬ 
fair” to criticise the 21-year-old, who 
had one last chance to salvage a tie 
and send the contest into a super 
over but could not gather a throw 
from long-off to complete the neces¬ 
sary run-out. 

“The bowling unit as a whole did ex¬ 
ceptionally well - there was no bowler 
that let himself down here tonight,” 
said the England captain. 

“I think we probably lost the game 
with the bat. The basics of just adapt¬ 
ing to the wicket, we didn’t do well 
enough. 

“We let ourselves down with a little 
bit of lack of awareness.” 

Morgan, like his opposite number 
Faf du Plessis, indicated that Eng¬ 
land’s batsmen failed to assess the 
situation accurately on a used pitch. 

“It’s easy to play with the mode of 
batting on good wickets, and expect¬ 
ing that all the time. 

“The hardest thing is to get your 
nut down and score 150-155 - which 
would have been par.” 

As for Topley, Morgan is confident 


he will react favourably to a tough 
experience. 

“I think he’ll handle it really well,” 
he said. 

“He’s obviously very disappointed 
at the moment, but he has a huge 
amount of character - that’s the rea¬ 
son he plays for us. 

“He has great skill, and he keeps 
delivering. 


“We see a huge amount of potential 
in him, and the biggest compliment 
I can pay him at the minute is if we 
played the same game tomorrow and 
I needed him to bowl the last over I’d 
have every faith in him.” 

South Africa leg-spinner Imran 
Tahir was named man of the match 
after equalling his career best with 
figures of four for 21.

FORMER Hampshire bowler David 
Balcombe this week announced his 
retirement from first-class cricket 
with immediate effect. 

Balcombe, 31, was due to start his 
eleventh season in county cricket 
with Surrey but has now decided to 
retire to work full time for the Kevin 
Pietersen Foundation. 

London-born Balcombe made his 
debut for Durham UCCE against 
Somerset in 2005 and played three 
seasons of first-class cricket for the 
university before he made his 
County Championship bow for 
Hampshire against Kent at 
Southampton in September 2007. 

He played for Hampshire until 
2014, including a successful spell 
on loan with Kent in 2011, before he 
joined Surrey for last season. 

“To play professional cricket was 
a dream come true and I have 
thoroughly enjoyed every minute,” 
Balcombe said. 

“Hampshire gave me my first 
opportunity in the professional 
game and it is the club I will always 
hold close to my heart. 

“I have made lifelong friends, 
experienced some wonderful career 
moments and it provided me with 10 
seasons of immense enjoyment. 

“One of my proudest moments 
was receiving my county cap in 
2013 which is something I will 
always cherish. 

“I will forever remain indebted to 
Kent for the tremendous support I 
received when I went on loan to 
them for a short time. They helped 
me immensely with my cricket and 
also as an individual. Every time I 
think of the St Lawrence Ground it 
will be with a huge smile. 

“As a boy I had always dreamed of 
playing for Surrey, my home county. 
When, in 2015,1 was given the 
chance to go back to where I began 
my cricket career it was too big an 
opportunity to turn down. 

“I am very grateful to Surrey for 
all their support this year and for 
their help and understanding in my 
decision to retire. 

“I would like to mention Graeme 
Fowler for the influential impact he 
had on my development during my 
time at Durham University. His 
belief in me helped me to develop 
the skills required to become a 
professional cricketer.” 

Balcombe also thanked the 
Professional Cricketers’ 

Association and his parents for 
their support and help. 


“I would like to mention the PCA 
for their help and guidance 
throughout my time as a 
professional cricketer. In particular, 
their support was invaluable in 
helping me with my decision to 
retire. The process would have 
been significantly harder without 
them,” he said. 

“My Personal Development work 
with the PCA has armed me with the 
ability to transfer from one career 
to the next and is something I really 
do not take lightly. 

“I also owe a huge debt of 
gratitude to my parents for their 
constant support of my cricket 
growing up as well as through a 
professional career with plenty of 
ups and downs.” 

Balcombe made 67 first-class 
appearances and took 196 wickets. 
He took five wickets in an innings 
on nine occasions and twice took 
ten wickets in a match. 

His best figures of 8-71 were 
taken for Hampshire against 
Gloucestershire at The Ageas Bowl 
in April 2012 and his three second- 
innings wickets gave him a best 
match haul of 11-119. 

He also scored 958 runs, 
including three half centuries and a 
top score of 73 in a record tenth- 
wicket stand of 168 with Chris Wood 
against Leicestershire in 2012. 

In one-day cricket Balcombe took 
18 wickets in 14 matches with one 
wicket in three Twenty20 
appearances.

3G pitches are giving home 
sides ‘advantage’, says Pike

Borough suffer 
injury time defeat 
on artificial grass 

WITH heavy winter rainfall 
continuing to play havoc, 3G 
all-weather pitches could 
be the way forward for non- 
League clubs. 

But Gosport Borough boss Alex 
Pike is not a fan. 

Following last Saturday’s 2-1 Na¬ 
tional League South defeat on Maid¬ 
stone United’s synthetic surface, he 
didn’t hold back on his opinion of the 
Gallagher Stadium’s artificial grass. 

“I’m in danger of sounding like 
sour grapes, but in the warm-up my 
players felt it would be an unrealis¬ 
tic game of football,” he explained. 
“When the rain came, it helped, but 
the ball was all over the place, it 
wasn’t running properly. 

“I’ve said consistently that 3G 
pitches shouldn’t be allowed. It’s not 
realistic. 

“I lost Brett Poate to injury because 
of it, as his calf injury flared up. And 
I’ve got a player in Luke King, who is 
ready to return from a knee injury, 
but he has a letter from a consultant 
saying he mustn’t play on 3G during 
his rehabilitation. So there must be 
something in it. 

“I’m a traditionalist and I firmly 
believe football should be played on 
grass. 

“Maidstone play on that pitch week 
in, week out and know how to play it. 
They get an advantage. 

“It’s a bit like a golfer playing on his 
home course. 

“They might point to the fact that 
they have lost five at home and say 
it isn’t an advantage, but it certainly 
was today.” 

Pike added: “Maidstone are a good 
footballing side, but no-one will ever 
convince me otherwise that they play 
on a 3G pitch and know how to play it. 

“We played Havant & Waterlooville 
on a beach, but I’m a traditionalist 
and I would rather play on that pitch 
than a 3G one. 

“It’s not an excuse as to why we 


lost, but we have been sold down the 
river and it should never have been 
allowed.” 

After Gosport’s Rory Williams hit 
the bar from 25 yards, it was Maid¬ 
stone who took the lead when Jamie 
Coyle headed home a 64th-minute 


corner. Borough levelled when sub 
David Jerrard’s ball deflected in off 
home defender Bobby-Joe Taylor 
with just nine minutes of normal 
time to go. 

But with the top-five promotion 
clash deep into stoppage time, sub 


Alex Flisher dealt Gosport a killer 
blow with a left-foot strike past Na¬ 
than Ashmore. 

“It’s gutting, we didn’t deserve 
that,” said Pike. “As the away side, 
we did what we had to do, but we 
didn’t shut up shop at the end.” 


Browne in 
Blake row 

WIMBORNE Town boss Simon 
Browne was left scratching 
his head over Bournemouth 
Poppies swooping for Jon 
Blake. 

Midfield talisman and fans’ 
favourite Blake, who switched 
to Magpies from Poppies in 
March 2012, returned to 
Victoria Park last week but also 
remains registered at Cuthbury.

Bentley will never be allowed 
to take his foot off the goal¬ 
scoring gas as long as Dave 
Malone is around. 

“I always say to him, your last goal 
is your goal - it’s the next one that 
counts!” smiled Winchester’s City di¬ 
rector of football. 

But even Malone had to admit that 
Bentley’s achievement of reaching 
100 Winchester goals this week was 
pretty special considering he has yet 
to complete two seasons back at the 
club. 

The twinkle-toed number 10 
brought up his century with two typi¬ 
cally brilliant strikes at Marlow on 
Tuesday as Winchester narrowed the 
gap on Southern One South & West 
leaders Cinderford to just one point 
with a 3-0 victory. 

Amazing 

“It’s amazing,” said Malone. 

“None of us realised he’d scored 100 
goals until he told us. As unassum¬ 
ing as he is, he keeps count of all the 
goals he’s scored! 

“His first one at Marlow was typi¬ 
cally him, a left-foot strike from 
outside the area. The second one he 
smashed in after playing a one-two 
with Zach Glasspool. 

“That’s the thing about Warren, he 
can score all sorts of goals from all 
sorts of angles - right-foot, left-foot, 
even headers. 

“He’s a bit like Forbesy, he never 
scores a bad goal. 

Goal machine 

“He doesn’t play like a forward, he 
drops deep and plays like an attack¬ 
ing midfielder. That’s why defenders 
find it so hard to pick him up. 

That man Forbesy - AKA Andy 
Forbes - was another great Winches¬ 
ter goal machine during Malone’s 
previous stint at the helm. 

The Reading-based hotshot con¬ 
tinued to score for Eastleigh in the 


Conference South and while no one 
at Winchester doubts Bentley’s abil¬ 
ity to play higher, Malone is quietly 
hoping he will stay put beyond this 
season. 

“If a pro club came in and offered 
him £2,000 a week, it might be differ¬ 
ent, but I don’t even speak to Warren 
about it [moving] any more.

“People forget that he was with 
Winchester before as a youngster, so 
he’s almost a local lad and he’s got a 
lot of affection for this club.” 

In awe 

Manager Paul Masters is equally in 
awe of what his free-scoring skipper 
has achieved in such a short space of 


time. 

“We all talk about Warren and his 
goals but at the end of the day, 100 in 
one-and-a-half years is an unbeliev¬ 
able achievement,” he marvelled.

Goal ace would only 
leave Team Solent if it 
was a good step up 

TEAM Solent have certainly made 
their mark on the Wessex top flight 
since graduating from Sydenhams 
One. 

And no one has caught the eye more for the 
Southampton Solent University outfit than 
‘head boy’ Jesse Waller- Lassen. 

The gifted 23-year-old forward from Crouch 
End, North London, spent his formative foot¬ 
balling years at Tottenham Hotspur where he 
was a contemporary of England striker Harry 
Kane. 

He worked his way through the Spurs ranks 
from under-15s to under-21s, joining as a 
schoolboy and completing a two-year scholar¬ 
ship with the Premier League outfit. 

Tottenham thought highly enough of him 
to hand him a one-year pro contract but, like 
so many young hopefuls, he didn’t quite make 
the cut. 

Reflecting on that difficult time, Waller-Las¬ 
sen, said: “There was lots going on. I was in¬ 
jured, I wasn’t in favour with the manager and 
I got released for whatever reason. When it 
happens, you’ve got to assume you’re not good 
enough for what they’re looking for. 

“I went to Bishop’s Stortford, who were in 
the Conference North at the time, and a guy 
who worked for the FA who I knew from Spurs 
told me about a scheme they were bringing in 
to take players (who had been released from 
pro club academies) to universities and he put 
me in touch with Solent.” 

Craves 

Having done a year’s foundation degree, 
Waller-Lassen is now halfway through a three- 
year degree in applied sports science. 

Part of the High Performance Academy, he 
was crowned Solent’s sportsman of the year 
for 2014/15 having captained Team Solent 
to the Sydenhams One title and victory at St 
Mary’s in the Southampton Senior Cup final. 

Like most former Academy players, Waller- 
Lassen still craves a future in the professional 
game and has recently been on trial with Sky 
Bet League Two outfit Yeovil Town. 

If something should come of the Glovers’ in¬ 
terest, so much the better. 

If not, he will happily continue giving Wes¬ 
sex defences the runaround with Team Solent. 

“I would like to play at a higher level but, 
if that’s not possible, then Solent is right for 
me,” he said. 

“I’m really enjoying my football at the mo¬ 
ment and, if I were to leave Solent, it would 
have to be a step up. 

“For my style of football, Solent is a nice fit. 
I don’t see the point of just jumping up one 
league. 

“I’ve been to Yeovil, had three games and one 
training session and shown what I can do. 

“I feel I did enough in the trial games and did 
myself justice. If they want my style of player 
they will sign me. 

“It’s definitely flattering and nice to know 
they’re at least interested in me.” 

Team Solent boss James Taylor, a former 
England non-League international, will back 


his skipper in whatever he wants to do, but is 
convinced he should be playing higher. 

At just 5ft 7in, Waller-Lassen is never going 
to pose the sort of aerial threat his manager 
was famed for. 

But he is quick, blessed with good feet and 
an eye for goal and has already scored 20 goals 
this season and assisted in many more. 

“Dorchester (of the Southern Premier Divi¬ 
sion) tried their luck and put in an approach 


which was turned down,” said Taylor. 

“No one is going to hold Jesse back if the 
right club comes in, but he’s better than just 
one or two levels up. He needs to crack on. 

“Jesse’s not a Wessex League player but, 
while he’s being looked after by the university, 
there’s no reason to leave unless the right club 
comes in. 

“He’s got one and a half years left at uni and 
that’s the most important thing.” 


Magnificent

TEAM Solent’s 3-0 Southampton Senior 
Cup victory at Lymington Town on 
Tuesday was their seventh win on the 
bounce. 

Being a university side, they have 
inevitable peaks and troughs and are 
only ever at their strongest during term 
time. 

But, as their rivals have found to their 
cost in recent weeks, Solent’s youth and 
energy makes them a tough side to 
cope with when they are at their best.

“I have got lots of that. I’ve 
played from the highest 
league down to the lowest 
league and have worked 
under some of the best 
coaches to some of the worst 
coaches. 

“My experiences are there 
and hopefully people can see 
that. 

“We are getting results this 
year and are not conceding 
that many goals, that is my 
remit.”

1 A good sleep 

Ibrahimovic slept on a mattress on 
the floor of new team-mate Maxwell’s 
house for three weeks after joining Ajax 
from Malmo in 2001. The pair are best 
friends having played at Ajax, 

Barcelona and PSG together after 
moving to Holland on the same day. 

2 He rejected Southampton 

The 34-year-old could have joined 
Southampton after his first year at Ajax 
with the Dutch club happy to allow 
Ibrahimovic to go out on loan after a 
disappointing first season. He said: “At 
that time, I thought of Ajax as the top. I 
had to go somewhere even more at the 
top. In my mind, I felt that to go from 
Ajax to Southampton, with all respect to 
Southampton, I would be taking a step 
down.” 

3 Trademark 

In 2003 the striker reportedly applied 
for a ‘community trademark’, which is

This applies to sporting goods, beer 
and more, with anybody’s use of the 
term ‘Zlatan’ in these contexts ‘most 
likely being perceived as (relating to) 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic’. 

4 Champions League record 

His goal against Chelsea in PSG’s 2-1 
win on Tuesday was just his eighth in 37 
Champions League knockout games - 
in the group stages the Sweden striker 
has found the net 38 times in 79 games. 

5 Relationship with Guardiola 

Ibrahimovic had a spectacular falling 

out with Pep Guardiola while at 
Barcelona and, in his autobiography, 
revealed he had laid into his former 
manager following a game at Villarreal. 
“I screamed at Guardiola. I screamed 
about his balls and how he he’d be 
s******g himself in front of (Jose) 
Mourinho, and you can imagine. It was 
war and it was me against him.” 

6 Arsenal trial 

A move to Arsenal never materialised 
despite Ibrahimovic holding talks with 
Arsene Wenger and the Frenchman 
offering him a trial with the Gunners. 

“’’You can have a trial with us,” he 
(Wenger) said. “You can give it a try”. 

No matter how much I wanted to 
behave, those words set me off,” 
Ibrahimovic wrote in his autobiography. 


READING reached the FA 
Cup quarter-finals for just 
the fifth time in their history 
as they stunned West Brom 
to leave Albion fans turning 
on their team. 

The Royals came from behind to 
win 3-1 against a poor Albion side 
who deserved to go out but there 
were worrying scenes at the final 
whistle when Chris Brunt appeared 
to be hit by something thrown from 
the visiting fans as he went to ap¬ 
plaud them. 

Albion fans were angry after de¬ 
feat and Brunt had to be led away 
by Darren Fletcher as he was seen 
remonstrating with a group of sup¬ 
porters. 

Former Albion defender Paul Mc- 
Shane cancelled out Fletcher’s sec¬ 
ond-half opener before Chelsea loa¬ 
nee Michael Hector netted his first 
goal of the season. Lucas Piazon 
finished the game in stoppage time 
as the visitors pushed for a leveller. 

West Brom boss Tony Pulis had 
insisted his side would take the 
Cup seriously but the head coach 
was let down by the quality of his 
side, who have won just twice in 
their last 11 games. 

Pulis had also agreed with talk 
of scrapping FA Cup replays but 
would have gladly taken one as Sai- 
do Berahino and Fletcher missed 
late chances. 

Reading, mid-table in the Sky Bet 
Championship, deserved their vic¬ 
tory for taking what few chances 
they had and showing more endeav¬ 
our. 

A gritty start gave way to a scrap¬ 
py game in which the Champion¬ 
ship hosts easily contained their 
Barclays Premier League visitors. 

McShane drilled wide from the 
edge of the box but it was a token 
gesture in a turgid match. 

The hosts were the better side and 
while their goalkeeper watched on 
untroubled, his opposite number 
Ben Foster turned over Hal Rob- 
son-Kanu’s header seven minutes 
before the break. 

It was the only serious action of 
a first half devoid of excitement 
or quality and the second began in 
similar style with James McClean 
ballooning over.

Goalkeeper Costel Pantilimon 
started in place of Heurelho Gomes 
while Nordin Amrabat, the £7.5mil- 
lion arrival from Malaga, was giv¬ 
en the daunting task of replacing 
top scorer Odion Ighalo who was 
rested. For the visitors, manager 


Steve Evans made only one change 
with Sol Bamba coming in for the 
injured Liam Cooper. 

Watford have steadied the ship 
following a slump in form over 
the festive period and predictably 
they started as the brighter of the 
two sides despite the gloomy condi¬ 
tions at Vicarage Road. 


With less than a minute gone, 
Etienne Capoue crossed for Troy 
Deeney whose deflected header 
went narrowly wide of Marco Sil- 
vestri’s post. Miguel Britos then 
wasted two good opportunities to 
give his side the lead, but his re¬ 
spective headers failed to test the 
Leeds’ goalkeeper. 

Watford had started on top, but 
without the potent Ighalo, lacked 
a cutting edge, and as the opening 
half wore on and the rain contin¬ 
ued to fall it was the Championship 
side enjoying the best of the pos¬ 
session. 

Indeed Evans could barely con¬ 
tain his anger when Stuart Dallas’ 
cross-cum-shot was gobbled up by 
Pantilimon after a promising coun¬ 
ter-attack led by Mirco Antenucci. 

On the half-hour mark, Dal¬ 
las almost redeemed himself, but 
dragged his left-footed effort wide 
following neat build-up play by 
Souleymane Doukara. And with 
the Elland Road outfit now begin¬ 
ning to take a stranglehold on the 
game, Dallas took centre stage 
shortly before the interval after 
cutting in from the right but again 
failing to find the target. 

After the restart the hosts, who 
ended the first half on the backfoot, 
came flying out the blocks. First, 
Deeney bamboozled Bamba on the 
left-hand side before his effort was 
blocked. Then Craig Cathcart head¬ 
ed over from Watson’s corner. 

And with eight minutes gone of 
the second half, came Wootton’s 
moment of madness. Watson fizzed 
a ball in from the right-hand side, 
but Silvestri failed to come and, in 
the confusion, Wootton’s attempted 
clearance pinged off his own shin 
and nestled into the bottom corner. 

In the closing moments, Leeds 
pushed for the equaliser, but de¬ 
spite five minutes of added time, 
and with the the visiting fans 
chanting “attack, attack, attack”, 
it failed to materialise as Watford’s 
fine season moved on to another 
level. 

• FA Cup holders Arsenal 
will face a fifth-round re¬ 
play at Championship pro- 
motion-chasers Hull after 
being held to a frustrating 
goalless draw at the Emir¬ 
ates Stadium. 

The Gunners created a host of 
chances in a one-sided clash but 
were unable to make the break¬ 
through, with Hull goalkeeper El- 
din Jakupovic in outstanding form. 

Jakupovic made a string of fine 
saves, including one fine fingertip 
on to the post from a Joel Campbell 
free-kick, while Arsenal also had 
two penalty appeals turned down. 

Both sides made numerous 
changes - nine by Arsenal by 10 
for Hull - indicating priorities lay 
elsewhere, but the teams were 
fully committed. In all Arsenal 
had 24 shots to their opponents’ 
six as they continually pressed, 
but Hull’s performance was one of 
great resilience. 


Zlatan Ibrahimovic has hinted he would 
be open to a move to England in the 
summer when his contract expires at 
Paris St Germain.

MANCHESTER UNITED: Ibrahimovic 
enjoyed a great relationship with Jose 
Mourinho at Inter Milan and should the 
ex-Chelsea boss replace Louis van Gaal 
it would be little surprise to see 
Ibrahimovic join him. The Sweden 
international has never hidden his 
admiration for his former boss, right 
down to his delight about receiving a 
text about his performance ahead of 
Mourinho’s arrival in Milan. However, 
Champions League football, and its 
possible absence from Old Trafford 
next season, could be a consideration. 

ARSENAL: The 34-year-old was close 
to joining the Gunners early in his 
career and held talks with Arsene 
Wenger, admitting he felt like a little 
boy when he was in the Frenchman’s 
office. The Gunners definitely need a 
striker but his age would count against 
him with Arsenal cautious of signing 
over 30s. 


CHELSEA: Any move would depend 



Zlatan Ibrahimovic has hinted at a 
move to the Premier League, 
on who takes charge at Stamford 
Bridge once Guus Hiddink leaves his 
temporary role at the end of the 
season. Ibrahimovic won the Serie A 
title at AC Milan with current Juventus 
boss Massimiliano Allegri, who has 
been linked with the Chelsea hot-seat. 
With Diego Costa having had peaks and 
troughs this season, and Falcao 
flopping, there could be room at the 
Bridge for a big character like 
Ibrahimovic. However, Ibrahimovic 
would almost certainly have to forego 
European football. 

TOTTENHAM: Should Spurs win the 
Barclays Premier League they will be 
catapulted into another realm in terms 
of the players they can attract. It would 
be a surprise to see Ibrahimovic move 
to Spurs, going against their policy of 
signing young players. 

MANCHESTER CITY: Ibrahimovic 
worked with Pep Guardiola at 
Barcelona but their relationship turned 
sour with the striker calling Guardiola 
‘a coward’ in his autobiography. While 
at Barcelona. Even though City would 
be one of the few to afford his wages it 
is unlikely the pair will resolve their 
differences to work together again 
when Guardiola moves to the Etihad in 
the summer. 
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KP wouldn’t 
be first dual 
nationality 

KEVIN Pietersen’s chances of resuming 
his international career with his native 
South Africa appear unlikely after Faf 
du Plessis pointed out the veteran 
batsman is ‘English’. 

The former Hampshire batsman has 
not played for England since the 
breakdown of his relationship with 
management, and subsequent sacking, 
following the 2013/14 whitewash Ashes 
defeat. 

The England and Wales Cricket Board 
has spelled out on many occasions in 
the intervening two years that he would 
not be welcomed back. 

That position remained abundantly 
clear when England chose their squad 
for next month’s ICC World Twenty20, 
and coach Trevor Bayliss remarked that 
the possibility of including Pietersen 
had not even been discussed. 

The record-breaking batsman, who 
has been in outstanding form in 
Twenty20 franchise cricket this winter, 
was born in Pietermaritzburg but left 
South Africa 16 years ago and made his 
Test debut at the start of England’s 
historic 2005 Ashes-winning campaign. 

His friend, and former England 
bowler, Darren Gough this week raised 
the possibility that Pietersen could play 
for South Africa - but that prospect 
received short shrift from Du Plessis. 

South Africa’s Twenty20 captain said:

“KP is a player who’s had a great 
career for England. But certainly, from 
a South African perspective....he’s 
English.” 

Pietersen has made no public 
comment about any intention of 
qualifying for South Africa. 

To do so, the 35-year-old need do 
nothing other than remain unwanted by 
his adopted national team until 2018. 

If South Africa have any interest in 
him at that point, he could conceivably 
be playing for them at the age of 39 at 
the 2019 World Cup - which is to be held 
in England. 

Should he do so, he will add his name 
to a list of just nine men so far to have 
represented more than one country in 
one-day internationals.

THE stellar names in Spain’s 
La Liga are dominating the 
scoring charts this term. 

Luis Suarez is the leading marks¬ 
man in the country with 23 goals in 
22 matches. 

He is currently leading Real Ma¬ 
drid’s Cristiano Ronaldo by two 
goals. 

Ronaldo’s Bernabeu colleague Ka¬ 
rim Benzema is third with 19 goals 
in as many matches -18 starts and 
one sub appearance. 

Suarez’s Nou Camp team-mate 
Neymar is the fourth highest scor¬ 
er with 17 goals in 20 starts. 

Lionel Messi is down in joint sev¬ 
enth place with 13 goals from 16 
starts plus two off the bench. 

Ex-Saints starlet Gareth Bale has 
a better goals per game record than 
the legendary Argentine in 2015/16. 

Bale has also scored 13 La 
Liga goals, and his have come 
in only 14 starts plus one off the 
bench. 

The controversial Suarez has re¬ 
markably belted 39 goals for Barca 
in all competitions this term. 

That haul includes 19 in one 12- 
game purple patch from the end of 
October to the end of December. 

Among the goals was a hat-trick 
in a 3-0 World Club Cup victory 
over Chinese club Guangzhou, and 
two more in the final - another 3-0 
win, this time against River Plate. 

Four more goals came in the re¬ 
cent 7-0 destruction of Gary Nev¬ 
ille’s Valencia in the Copa Del Ray 
(Spanish Cup). 

Suarez’s 23rd goal arrived last 
weekend, and was highly contro¬ 
versial to say the least. 

With Barcelona leading Celta 
Vigo 3-1 at the Nou Camp, Messi 
stepped forward in the 81st minute 
to take a spot-kick. 

Instead of shooting himself, he 
stunned the crowd by tapping the 
ball to the side for Suarez, who 
raced into the box and fired past 
bewildered goalkeeper Sergio Alva¬ 
rez. 

Messi has scored 25 goals in all 
competitions for Barca this season, 
from 29 appearances. 

He plundered three of them in 
the 7-0 win over Valencia that made 
the back pages of some English na¬ 
tional newspapers due to the Nev¬ 
ille link. 

As for Ronaldo, he has struck 32 
goals in all competitions in 32 ap¬ 
pearances. 

An astonishing eight of them ar¬ 
rived in just two La Liga games 
against Espanyol. 

Ronaldo struck five times in a 
6-0 away win in August, and added 
three more in a copycat 6-0 home 
win at the end of January. 

In between, he fired four goals in 
an 8-0 Champions League annihila¬ 
tion of Swedish club Malmo. 

That was his second Champions 
League treble of the season. A 
few days after scoring five against 
Espanyol, the Portuguese struck 
three times in a 4-0 victory over 
Shaktar. 

Ronaldo will have to step up that 


amazing goalscoring rate if he 
wants to repeat his 2014/15 goal to¬ 
tal. 

Last season, he struck 61 times in 
league and cup action for Madrid - 
a total including eight hat-tricks. 

• Barcelona lead La Liga by three 
points from Athletico Madrid, with 


Real Madrid a further point behind. 

Barca have won 13 of their last 16 
league games, drawing the other 
three. 

During that time they have belted 
50 goals, conceding just nine.

in his first two seasons in Paris -

Last season he scored 19 times, 
and finished third - the list topped 
by Lyon’s Alex Lacazatte with 27. 

The player is also second in the as¬ 
sists table with eight - two behind 
his colleague, former Manchester 


United winger Angel Di Maria. 

Ibrahimovic has won the La 
Ligue title in each of his previous 
three seasons at the club, and is 
aiming for a fourth. 

Paris SG had only ever won the 
French League championship 
twice in their history prior to his 
arrival, and the last of those times 


was in 1994. 

It is fair to say they are going to 
win the title again this term. 

Remarkably, they are 24 points 
clear of Monaco having won 22 
and drawn four of their 26 league 
games so far. 

Safe to say there is none of the 
excitement that is being generated 


in England and Spain from a close 
title race. 

Bundesliga 

Bayern Munich have won 18 of 
their 21 games so far, losing just 
once. 

As a result, they are in pole posi¬ 
tion as they, like Paris SG, chase a 
fourth successive domestic league 
title. 

Their lead is not as impressive 
as Paris SG’s, though - just eight 
points over Borussia Dortmund. 

Polish hot-shot Robert Lewan- 
dowski is the Bundesliga’s leading 
marksman at the moment with 21 
goals from 18 starts plus two off the 
bench. 

One of those two sub appearances 
last autumn saw him make head¬ 
lines around the world. 

Coming on at half-time in a 
league game against Wolfsburg, 
Lewandowski blasted five goals in 
just nine incredible minutes. 

He struck in the 51st, 52nd, 55th, 
57th and the 60th minute - Bayern 
running out 5-1 winners. 

That kickstarted a run of 12 
goals in just four Bayern games, a 
run which included a Champions 
League triple against Dinamo Za¬ 
greb. 

Lewandowski is currently just 
one goal ahead of Dortmund’s 
Pierre-Emerick Aubameyang. 

The Gabon star, who is being 
linked with a £60m summer switch 
to Manchester United, has netted 
20 times in 20 Bundesliga outings. 

The 26-year-old has netted 27 
times in as many league and cup 
appearances in 2016/17, including 
a Europa League triple against Qa¬ 
bala. 

Serie A 

After 10 games of the Italian 
League season, Juventus had won 
only three times and were down in 
11th place. 

After winning their last 14 Serie 
A games, they are top. 

Juve leapt into pole position for 
the first time this season after beat¬ 
ing former table-toppers Napoli 1-0. 

Juve left it late, scoring the 
only goal two minutes from time 
through Simone Zaza. 

Zaza was linked with a host of 
Premier League clubs in the Janu¬ 
ary transfer window, including 
Stoke, West Ham and Crystal Pal¬ 
ace. 

Top scorer so far is 13-goal Paulo 
Dybala, a £23m signing from Paler¬ 
mo last summer. 

The Argentine is the joint second 
top scorer in the division. 

Top, and by some consider¬ 
able distance, is Napoli’s Gonzalo 
Higuain. 

He has belted 24 goals in 25 starts 

- the most by any player across Eu¬ 
rope’s main five divisions. 

The Argentine cost £34m when 
he arrived from Real Madrid in 
the summer of 2013, and his goals 
have put Napoli in with a chance of 
a rare Serie A title. The club have 
only won the Italian League twice 

- in 1987 and 1990.

THERE are various routes a football¬ 
er can take at the end of his career. 

Usually it leads to coaching, scouting or an¬ 
other one of the numerous roles in a football 
club, writes PETER HOWARD. 

They do that, or they pursue a career in the 
media. They end up on the television chatting 
about the sport they used to play. 

It’s all very boring really 

But, it is what typically happens. It’s like a 
tradition. You play football. You usually fin¬ 
ish playing in your mid-thirties, and then you 
move into something relating to the game. 

It’s no surprise really. Most footballers are in¬ 
stitutionalised in football. They enter an acad¬ 
emy at a very young age and then go through 
the motions - if they’re one of the lucky ones. 

They play for the academy. They graduate 
and then move into the first-team. They play 
for the club and then retire, possibly with a 
few transfers thrown in too. 

They then work in football, in some way, be¬ 
cause it’s what they know. 

But this was not the case with the legendary 
Mick Channon. Saints’ all-time top-scorer is a 
one off in that respect. 

A very rare breed. 

He scored 228 times for Saints, was capped 46 
times and netted 21 times for England. He won 
the FA Cup with Saints in 1976. 

It was a glittering football career that could 
have easily have led to joining the circuit of 
old timers telling their tales to the Prawn 
Sandwich Brigade. He could have gone from 
club to club regaling suite-going football fan 
types about his story. 

It would have been a fairly cushy lifestyle. 

But that wasn’t what Channon pursued. 

He can boast that he has been a roaring suc¬ 
cess, not in one sport, but two. It is very rare 
thing. 

He still has an interest in his first love, with a 
set of season tickets at St Mary’s. Usually they 
are occupied by his grandchildren. 

Channon has only had time to see three or 
four Saints games this season. 

That is no surprise considering he is run¬ 
ning an academy. Not a football academy, but 
one for race horses. 

If you weren’t already aware, Channon is a 
hugely successful race horse trainer. He has 
nearly 150 horses at his West Ilsey Stables in 
the Berkshire Downs, just north of Newbury 
off the A34 - about an hour from his old stomp¬ 
ing ground in Southampton. 

He has to sandwich his football talk with his 
trainer responsibilities these days. 

That’s why I found myself sat at his office at 
West Ilsey, the stables The Queen sold to him 
16 years ago. 

It’s just before 10am and Channon has al¬ 
ready got his hands in a bag of sweets, rum¬ 
maging through a half-full bag of jelly beans. 

He’s been up since 5am working with the 
horses - it’s a round-the-clock operation at 
West Ilsey 

The office is large. It’s brightly lit, with three 
desks. As you walk in, to the left are sofas with

a television on the wall. Sky Sports News is on. 

To the right are two desks adjacent to each- 
other and behind that is Channon’s desk, at 
the back of the room. 

There are stairways that lead off into the 
complex of buildings that make up part of the 
stables. 

Above Channon’s desk is a large black and 
white picture of him in his Saints playing 
days. 

His desk is packed full of books and papers, 
with that day’s edition of the Racing Post laid 
out just in front of him. 

He closes it briefly to talk football, closing his 
mind from his horses just for a few moments. 

We’re there to talk about the FA Cup 1976 
winning run. He’s fitted me in during a small 
slot before he travels to Dubai later that day to 
see some of his horses in action. 


A book of Saints’ famous FA Cup run is laid 
down on the table and opened on the fifth 
round page, to trigger his memories. 

He wants to get straight down to it, so we 
start talking about the hat-trick he scored in 
the fifth round replay 4-0 win over West Brom 
at The Dell. 

We talk for half-an-hour about various 
things, mainly football. We go through stories 
he must have told to endless amounts of jour¬ 
nalists. 

Winning the FA Cup, the windmill celebra¬ 
tion, playing at Wembley - all the things that 
he did during his glittering football career. It’s 
nice to go over the successes of times gone by. 

But Channon’s worried about football. He’s 
obviously submerged in his horse racing. 
That’s his sport now. But he still loves the 
Saints.

But there has been unrest among 
some quarters of fans about the 
amount of foreign players and the 
lack of English talent currently 
playing for Saints. 

It is something close to their 
hearts. The academy is something 
Saints fans are very proud of. 

Koeman revealed earlier this 
season that he wasn’t impressed 
with some of the current crop of 
players coming through the youth 
teams. 

He felt that many are someway 
from being Premier League stand¬ 
ard. 

Ward-Prowse has also confessed 
that it is tougher than ever for 


youngsters to make it through 
into the first team. 

Channon, who came through 
the academy himself, knows the 
issues all too well, and compares 
producing good footballers to 
trying to develop a top-class race 
horse. 

The target, he says, is always to 
try and produce the next Matt Le 
Tissier. 

Of course, an unbelievable play¬ 
er - but a race horse? 

Channon understands the diffi¬ 
culties of continuously develop¬ 
ing players or, in his case, horses.

Nik joins 
Chinese 
revolution 

WEST Ham striker Nikica Jelavic became 
the latest Premier League player to join 
China’s footballing revolution when he 
joined Beijing Renhe this week. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a look at 
players who have left England’s top flight 
to head east: 

NIKICA JELAVIC - The Croatian joined 
second division side Beijing Renhe for a 
fee believed to be of £2m. Jelavic signed 
for the Hammers last August from Hull, 
but only made one league start at Upton 
Park. Jelavic, who made his name with 
Glasgow Rangers, scored twice for 
Everton against Nigel Adkins’ Saints in 
the 2012/13 season. 

DEMBA BA - The former Chelsea striker 
joined Shanghai Shenhua last summer 
from Besiktas in Turkey. The 30-year-old 
signed a three-year deal worth a reported 
£11.3m and has made 11 appearances, 
scoring six goals in the Super League. 
Scored two goals on his Chelsea debut 
against Saints in the FA Cup at St Mary’s 
in January 2013. 

RAMIRES - The Brazilian midfielder 
completed his move to Jiangsu Suning 
from Chelsea for a reported fee of £25m 
in January. Ramires joined Chelsea in 
August 2010, but struggled to get game 
time under new boss Guus Hiddink. 

GERVINHO - In January the former 
Arsenal striker joined Hebei China 
Fortune. The 28-year-old joined from 
Roma after a two-year spell with the 
Gunners from 2011 to 2013. He scored 
nine league goals for the Gunners in 46 
appearances after joining for £10.5m from 
Little - including two in a 6-1 win against 
Saints in September 2012. 

PAULINHO - Tottenham sold the 27-year- 
old midfielder to Guangzhou Evergrande 
last June in a four-year, £9.9m deal. 

ASAMOAH GYAN - The former 
Sunderland striker last summer signed a 
two-year deal with Shanghai SIPG after 
leaving United Arab Emirates side Al Ain. 
The Ghanaian signed for Sunderland in 
2010 and scored 10 times in 34 league 
appearances for the Black Cats. 

MOHAMED SISSOKO - The former 
Liverpool midfielder moved to Chinese 
side Shanghai Shenhua last July after 
playing with Levante in Spain. The 
30-year-old midfielder spent three years 
at Liverpool before joining Juventus. 

EIDUR GUDJOHNSEN - The Iceland 
international joined Shijiazhuang Ever 
Bright last summer, signing from 
Championship side Bolton. The 37-year- 
old forward spent time in the Premier 
League with Chelsea, Tottenham, Stoke 
and Fulham. 

SUN JIHAI - The former Manchester City 
defender joined Beijing Renhe in 
December. The 38-year-old started his 
career in China before returning home in 
2009 after spells in England with the Sky 
Blues, Crystal Palace and Sheffield 
United. 

GAEL KAKUTA - The winger joined Hebei 
China Fortune this month after just half a 
season with Sevilla. The 24-year-old spent 
six years at Chelsea but only made six 
league appearances for the club, instead 
being loaned out to six different clubs 
before leaving permanently for Sevilla last 
summer. 
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Eoin: We’re 
not short of 
top bowlers 


County to feature 01 


EOIN Morgan is confident England 
have match-winning bowlers as well as 
batsmen in Twenty20 cricket. 

It is easy, as Morgan’s team begin to 
finalise plans for next month’s ICC 
World Twenty20, to identify in their 
ranks a wealth of explosive batsmen 
who can turn any game. 

It is perhaps also tempting to wonder, 
in the absence of Steven Finn as he 
continues his recovery from injury, 
whether their weakness may be with the 
ball. 

Morgan does not see it like that, 
however. 

In the much-improved Adil Rashid, 
and his spin partner Moeen AM, 
together with the left-arm seam-and- 
swing variations provided by Hampshire 
newcomer Reece Topley and David 
Willey, the captain identifies options 
and potential rather than vulnerability. 

There is also the possibility 
Hampshire’s Liam Dawson - a shock 
selection in the 15-man World Cup 
squad - could feature with his slow 
bowling. 

“I think this attack can win games for 
us,” said the Irishman. 

“With the spin department covered, 
and the two left-armers coming in and 
being a threat up front, it adds a huge 
dynamic to our game. 

“A big strength is the fact we do bat

deep. But with these strings to our bow 
(with the ball), it makes us a bigger 
threat.” 

All-rounder Ben Stokes is a critical 
component to balancing the team. 

“Our best team at the moment, we’re 
very close to selecting it or having a 
really good idea of what it is - which is 
good, considering we’re a few weeks 
out from a ‘World Cup’,” said Morgan. 

“Twenty20 is very funny in that regard 
- when momentum is with you, it can be 
very kind, but also if you’re struggling 
to gain it, it can be brutal. 

“If you’re trying to turn round 
momentum, and gain wins, it’s a terrible 
game. 

“But if you have momentum with you, 
everything seems to click.” 

Morgan does not consider England to 
be among the World Twenty20 
favourites, and he anticipates a tough 
challenge here against opponents who 
England will meet again in under a 
month’s time, in the group stages in 
Mumbai. 

“Starting at quite a high intensity and 
stamping our mark on these two games 
is quite a big thing,” he added. 

“They’re playing at home, where they 
are a very strong side, and will be 
difficult to beat. 

“If you get over the line, that goes a 
long way to keeping the momentum we 
do have and the feelgood attitude.”

James Vince, Liam Dawson and 
Reece Topley are the three current 
Hampshire players set to be in¬ 
volved but former stars like Shane 
Watson, Glenn Maxwell, Shahid 
Afridi, Kyle Abbott, Imran Tahir, 
Rangana Herath and even Neil Mc¬ 
Kenzie will also be in Bangladesh. 

The tournament will see the 
winners of Group A (Bangladesh, 
Ireland, Netherlands, Oman) and 
Group B (Afghanistan, Scotland, 
Hong Kong and Zimbabwe) play for 
the right to join Groups Two and 
One respectively from March 8-13.

Hales: We’ve made sloppy 
mistakes - but now we can go 
on and conquer the world! 


ALEX Hales believes England can 
become Twenty20 world-beaters in 
India, as long as they stick to what they 
do best. 

Hales’ brilliant white-ball form was not 
enough to avoid an agonising 3-2 one- 
day international series defeat to South 
Africa, after the hosts recovered from 2-0 
down over the past week. 

England were bowled out, despite 
Hales’ century, in only 45 overs of last 
weekend’s Cape Town decider and were 
then unsurprisingly unable to defend 
236. 

After that chastening outcome, some 
will doubtless call for Eoin Morgan’s 
limited-overs team to temper their 
adventure when conditions dictate - as 
they did, perhaps, on a taxing surface at 
Newlands. 

Hales insists it will be folly, though, to 
stray away from the attacking intent 
which has served England so well in their 
dramatic white-ball improvement since 
an embarrassingly early exit from last 
year’s World Cup. 

Rough with smooth 

“The way we’ve played in the last year, 
we’re going to have to take the rough 
with the smooth,” said the opener, who 
capped a remarkable sequence of five 
successive fifties through the ODI series 
with his second century in that format. 

“Sometimes, we are going to make 
sloppy mistakes like we did but I still 
think we’ve done some pretty good stuff 
over the last year, and we’ve got to stick 
to our basics. 

“If you look at the guys you’ve got in 
your squad, it’s everyone’s natural game 
to play that way. 

“Sometimes we are going to make 
mistakes and people will point fingers - 
but we’ve still got to stay true to 
ourselves.” 

After two Twenty20s against South 
Africa on February 19 and 21, England 
will head home briefly before flying to 
Mumbai for the start of the ICC World 
Twenty20 early next month. 

It is there that they will be tested and 
judged most sternly, and Hales is 
optimistic. 

Asked if Morgan’s team can win only 
the second global trophy in England’s 
history, he said: “I don’t see why not. 

“It’s definitely the best side I’ve been 
involved with in Twenty20, with a hell of 
lot of young ball-strikers and a good 
bowling attack as well. 

“I think it’s a really exciting time with 
the talent and firepower we have in our 
squad, people who can hit sixes all the 


way down to number 11. 

“I think we’ve got a good chance.” 

Hales’ ODI series aggregate of 383 
runs at 76.60, on his return to his 
favoured limited-overs formats, followed 
a paltry output in his maiden Test series 
here. 

The 27-year-old added: “I was 
disappointed not to score anywhere near 
the number of runs I’d have liked (in the 
Tests). 

“It was obviously my first ever 
appearance in a Test shirt, coming into 
tough conditions to open the batting 
against one of the best bowling attacks 
in the world.” 

England’s search for a successful 
opening partner for Test captain Alastair 
Cook could conceivably move on yet 
again for the first series of the summer, 
against Sri Lanka in May. 

Hales said: “I hope they stick with me a 
bit. 

“I’d love to get another crack at it and 
show people I can play.” 

He will do things differently if he is, as 
seems likely, granted a second chance. 

“It was as tough as I thought it was 
going to be,” he said. 

“I didn’t feel out of my depth at all. I 
guess I kept getting myself out, soft 
dismissals, mainly outside off stump. 

“It’s something I’ll have to go away and 
work on ... and I do feel ready for the 
challenge.” 

He, like England, must play to his 
strengths - whatever colour the ball. 

Caught in two minds 

“I think maybe I got caught in two 
minds, whether to attack or defend, and 
that was probably my downfall,” he said. 

“I still think what I did leading into the 
series was right, working on leaving well. 

“I was just disappointed I went away 
from my gameplan a little bit during the 
Tests.” 

Before then, of course, Hales will be in 
his more accustomed role as England try 
to extend a six-match Twenty20 winning 
streak - stretching back to September 
2014, and including a 3-0 series success 
over Pakistan in the United Arab 
Emirates. 

He has already banked a Twenty20 
hundred, against Sri Lanka in Chittagong 
in the previous global tournament two 
years ago, and senses he just might be 
able to double up soon. 

“I feel in good enough touch,” he said. 

“The pitches we play on out here 
should lead to some high-scoring games 
so if I get myself in, I hope I can go big.”

Hales: I hope Er 


ENGLAND suffered a five-wicket defeat 
to South Africa in the deciding one- 
day international in Cape Town last 
weekend to lose the series 3-2 - having 
led 2-0. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at how 
the England players performed during 
the series. 

JASON ROY - The Surrey man began 
the series well enough with a brief 
display of his obvious potential to set 
England on the way to almost 400 in 
Bloemfontein. But the opener tailed off 
badly. Could Hampshire’s James Vince 
now be in a position to force his way 
in? 4/10 

ALEX HALES - Pushed 400 runs in five 
matches including a century in the fifth 
ODI, so has to be considered England’s 
outstanding player. 

The Nottinghamshire man became 
the first from his country to make 
successive 50s in a five-match series, a 
run of form against his still-favoured 
white ball which was an impressive 
response to his Test travails. 9 

JOE ROOT - Root was prolific too, 
with back-to-back centuries in losing 
causes. His resourcefulness to achieve 
the right limited-overs tempo - despite 
his relative lack of power - is especially 
admirable. 9 

EOIN MORGAN - The captain lost 
form in sync with his team. 

Three successive single-figure scores 
to end the series were perhaps a 
concern, with the ICC World Twenty20 
looming. 

But Morgan’s batting is often at its 
best after a break, and he will have one 
to freshen up after the two Twenty20s 
here. 

His leadership, albeit in a sudden run 
of defeats, is convincing. 4 

BEN STOKES - Two powerful 50s and 
some threat with his pace bowling were 
a satisfactory output from one of 
England’s most likely match-winners. 

He could not turn the tide when it 
mattered, though, and began the 
collapse in Cape Town. 6 

JOS BUTTLER - An ordinary rating 
does not reflect an ordinary series, but 
one of extremes. 

Buttler began brilliantly, with his 
second consecutive ODI hundred and 
another match-clinching innings as 
England almost made 400. But what 
followed, especially in front of the 
stumps, was a whimper - with one run 
in his last three attempts. 7 

MOEEN ALI - He could not come up 
with runs down the order, when 
England badly needed them, and his 
bowling returns were mostly regressive 
too. 4 

CHRIS JORDAN - His all-round skills 
will always present a persuasive case 
for white-ball selection. 

But the quandary is whether Jordan’s 
bowling is reliable enough to make a 
compelling case for inclusion 
alongside his big-hitting and the 
brilliant catching he demonstrated 
again to see off AB de Villiers in 
England’s Port Elizabeth win. 

ADIL RASHID - The leg-spinner’s 
improvement via his impressive stint at 
the Big Bash is a big tick for 
management under Andrew Strauss’ 
directorship. 


Rashid is growing with confidence, 
and even some of the best struggle to 
pick his googly. 

With the bat, his natural wristiness is 
in danger of developing a bottom-hand 
fixation, and he has to lose at least a 
mark for the dropped catch which 
allowed Chris Morris to pull off a 
series-levelling win at the Wanderers. 7 

DAVID WILLEY - Unless it swings, his 
wicket-taking threat is not obvious. 

Willey bowled acceptably, and had 
little opportunity to launch any big hits 
with the bat. 

With the series in the balance, 
England explored other options - 
perhaps partly to rest Willey for a 
hectic Twenty20 programme to come. 5 

REECE TOPLEY - England’s most 
consistent seamer, the young left- 
armer has established himself quickly 
in international white-ball cricket and 
his two-in-two with the new ball at 
Newlands gave England a brief 
opportunity. 

He ended the series with ten wickets, 
making him the leading wicket-taker on 
either side. 

Topley - who will make his Hampshire 
debut in 2016 after having left Essex at 
the end of last season - is an 
increasingly rare, proper number 11, 
and when Steven Finn is back, England 
will therefore have a tail again. 8 

CHRIS WOAKES - One promising 
match and one poor one from 
England’s World Twenty20 discard 
could not help stave off the South 
Africa comeback. 6 

STUART BROAD - Broad still has ODI 
ambitions, with a World Cup on home 
soil in the foreseeable future. 

On the latest evidence to hand, the 
jury is still out on his chances. 6

ALEX Hales is confident he 
can adapt successfully in 
all formats, despite strug¬ 
gling in his first Test series 
as Alastair Cook’s opening 
partner. 

Hales, meanwhile, must work out 
why he was unable to make more 
than 136 runs at an average of 17 
in his maiden Test series in South 
Africa. 

Yet he then passed 50 in all five 
ODIs - including a 99 and culminat¬ 
ing with a century at Newlands. 

He said: “I was disappointed not 
to score anywhere near the number 
of runs I’d have liked (in the Tests). 

“I hope they stick with me a bit. 

“I’d love to get another crack at it 
and show people I can play.” 

He will do things differently if he 
is, as seems likely, granted a second 
chance initially against Sri Lanka 
early this summer. 

“I didn’t feel out of my depth at 
all,” he said. “I guess I kept getting 
myself out, soft dismissals, mainly 
outside off stump. 

“It’s something I’ll have to go 
away and work on ... and I do feel 
ready for the challenge. 

“I think maybe I got caught in two 
minds, whether to attack or defend, 
and that was probably my downfall. 

“I was just disappointed I went 
away from my gameplan a little bit 
during the Tests.” 

Since Andrew Strauss retired at 
the end of the 2012 season, Cook 
has had nine opening partners in 
41 Tests.

Nick Compton - 479 runs at 31.9 
(nine matches) 

The grandson of the great Denis 
was the first to try and fill Strauss’s 
shoes and got off to a solid start, 
scoring 208 at 34.7 in his first Test 
series in India. 

But after scoring back-to-back 


hundreds in the first two Tests in 
New Zealand three years ago, he 
was dropped after finishing the se¬ 
ries with 54 runs from his last six 
innings. 

Compton was recalled to the Test 
arena for the recent series in South 
Africa, but did not open. He scord 
85, 49 and 45 in his first three in¬ 
nings against the Proteas, but then 
only managed a top score of 26 
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inland stick with me

from his last five innings. 

Joe Root - 321 runs at 45.9 (four) 

Now the world’s Nol batsman, 
the Yorkshireman’s Test career 
was only six matches old when he 
was thrust into the role for the 2013 
Ashes series. 

Root’s record is the best of the 
nine players to have taken on 


the task but he scored more than 
half his runs as an opener when 
he made 180 in the second Test at 
Lord’s, where victory by 347 runs 
put England 1-0 up in a series they 
won 3-0. 

Michael Carberry - 281 at 28.1 
(five) 

The Hampshire batsman out- 


scored Alastair Cook during his 
only Test series - but was still 
dropped. 

Carberry had only played one 
Test - and that against Banglades 
- before being thrust into the caul¬ 
dron of the 2013/14 Ashes series. 

He scored at least 38 in each of 
the five Tests, but only reached 
one half century and was unfairly 
criticised for scoring his runs too 


slowly against a fearsome Aussie 
attack led by Mitchell Johnson. 

Only Carberry’s former Ageas 
Bowl colleague Kevin Pietersen 
(294 at 29.4) scored more runs for 
the tourists during what was also 
his last series, while Cook returned 
home with 246 at 24.6 as England 
were ‘whitewashed’ 5-0. 

Sam Robson - 336 at 30.5 (seven) 

When Carberry was dropped, 
England decided to give youth a 
chance in the form of the 24 year- 
old Australia-born Middlesex bats¬ 
man, who had scored 1180 runs at 
47.2 in the County Championship’s 
first division the previous season. 

He scored 127 against Sri Lanka 
in his second Test and 59 against 
India in his third, but was dropped 
after averaging just 17 in the last 
four Tests of the summer. 

He was restricted to a modest 891 
at 30.7 in the Championship last 
season. 

Jonathan Trott - 72 at 12 (three) 

Seventeen months after return¬ 
ing home with a stress-related ill¬ 
ness after one Test of the 2013-14 
series against Australia, Trott re¬ 
turned to the England side to have 
a go at filling the void at the top of 
the order, only to be out for three 
ducks in six innings in the West 
Indies, still affected by his anxiety 
problems. 

Adam Lyth - 265 at 20.4 (seven) 

The Yorkshireman began well, 
making 107 against New Zealand in 
his second Test, after earning his 
chance with 2,098 County Cham¬ 
pionship runs at 52.4 as Yorkshire 
won the 2014 title. But he had a woe¬ 
ful time of it during the main se¬ 
ries of 2015 against Australia, mak¬ 
ing 115 runs at just 12.8 per innings. 

Moeen Ali - 73 at 14.6 (three) 

The Worcestershire star began 
the winter by being shunted up to 
the top of the order, but was back 
at No 8 for the recent series against 
South Africa after failing to pass 35 
in three matches against Pakistan 
in the UAE. 

He also partnered Jos Buttler in 
the final innings of the third Test, 
following Cook’s 263, but the pair 
only managed 15 between them. 

Alex Hales -136 at 19.4 (four) 

It was hoped that the Notting¬ 
hamshire star would transfer his 
white-ball form to the Test arena 
when he was given the chance to 
partner Cook in South Africa. 

But like so many before him, he 
failed to take his opportunity. 

His 60 in the drawn second Test in 
Cape Town was as good as it got for 
the 27 year-old right-hander. 

But he responded in style, hit¬ 
ting at least 50 in every innings 
in amassing 383 runs at 76.6 in 
the five-match ODI series that fol-

miss this lot 

WITH the shock news Faugheen 
has suffered an injury and will not 
defend his Champion Hurdle crown at 
Cheltenham, we look at five other big 
names with genuine Festival hopes to 
have been ruled out of the showpiece 
meeting so far: 

1. CONEYGREE, Gold Cup (Mark 
Bradstock) 

Became the first novice since Captain 
Christy in 1974 to win the Gold Cup and 
enjoyed the perfect comeback with a 
Sandown stroll in November. But just 
when the big question was would he go 
for the King George, the racing world 
was rocked when it emerged he had 
suffered a hock injury that would keep 
him out for the season. 

2. KILLULTAGH VIC, JLT Novices’ 
Chase (Willie Mullins) 

Conqueror of World Hurdle hotpot 
Thistlecrack at Punchestown in April, 
Killultagh Vic had won both his starts 
since switching to fences, most 
recently benefiting from a remarkable 
Ruby Walsh recovery after a bad 
blunder to claim a Grade Two contest at 
Leopardstown last month. Killultagh Vic 
would have been bidding for a second 
consecutive Cheltenham victory, having 
won the Martin Pipe Conditional 
Jockeys’ Handicap Hurdle last year in 
the hands of Luke Dempsey.

3. AR MAD, Arkle Trophy (Gary Moore) 

If any horse was going to serve it up 

to hotpot Douvan, it looked like this 
bold-jumping six-year-old would be the 
one. Bagged a Grade One at Sandown 
in December and took the scalp of 
Vaniteux at Christmas, before passing a 
‘left-handed’ test at Plumpton in style 
on Monday-just hours before being 
found to be lame. 

4. SIMONSIG, Queen Mother 
Champion Chase/Ryanair Chase (Nicky 
Henderson) 

Twice a winner at the Festival, the 
dashing grey was sidelined after 
winning the 2013 Arkle until running a 
super race over hurdles at Aintree in 
November. 

That should have put him right for the 
Tingle Creek Chase in December, but 
he was a late defector with a splint 
problem and connections have now 
conceded defeat in the battle to make 
Cheltenham. 

5. JEZKI, World Hurdle (Jessica 
Harrington) 

Won the Champion Hurdle in 2014 and 
was starting to look a real force in the 
staying hurdle division last spring, 
winning at Aintree and Punchestown, 
beating Hurricane Fly. 

But a problem was discovered in 
September, with heat in a leg, and the 
decision was made he would not return 
for this campaign.
